He had to participate in 
community affairs. Civic clubs, 
the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittees — the various drives for 
polio, heart, the Community Chest 
and so on, all demanded he take 
part. It was necessary for him 
to play a role and do a job.

It soon became evident that 
when a professional manager was 
hired (or for that matter, when 
anyone was hired), that the em- 
ployer engaged not merely the 
skills and knowledge of the man 
gr woman, but also his or her per- 
sonality and ability to get along 
in the community and help give 
the company a good name.

Cotton and Peanuts 


Are Under Scrutiny 


Problems pertaining to cotton and pea- 
nuts, two of Georgia’s leading farm prod- 
ucts, are under House Agriculture Sub- 
committee scrutiny. 


To the everlasting credit of the sub- 
committee, its members are giving early 
indications of recognizing Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson’s weird plan for 
changing cotton price supports as the 
monstrosity which it is. 

Benson demands that he be given the 
authority to set supports at between zero 
and 90 per cent of parity. Failing in that, 
he would settle for power over a scale 
ranging from 60 to 90 per cent. He just 
can’t stomach the present requirement of 
from 75 to 90 per cent. 


Past performances by the secretary 
point to the growers as the ones who 
would be shortchanged if such powers of 
discretion are entrusted to him. 

Rep. Simpson, a Republican subcom- 
mittee member from Illinois, predicted the 
cotton proposal won't get out of the com- 
mittee. Disposition of it in that manner 
will be excellent. 

Meanwhile, there is the problem of 
peanuts. 

Southern growers are asking an in- 
crease from 15 to 25 per cent in the al- 
lowance for carryover of peanuts in calcu- 
lating “normal supply.” They make the 
valid point that “it is no more than justice 
to adjust the legislative allowance for 
carryover in computing normal supply 
co as to conform with present-day trade 
practices and administrative action of the 
secretary of agriculture.” They point out 
that failure to do so unjustly reduces the 
support price approximately 5 per cent. 

But the administration, of course, vig- 
orously opposes the proposal despite hard 
facts and figures supplied by experts from 
Georgia, Virginia and North Carolina. 
They are from the wrong side of the na- 
tion’s tracks as far as the Midwest-lov- 
ing administration is concerned. 

The subcommittee is proceeding wisely 
in a course to defeat the hairbrained cot- 
ton scheme. Further wisdom can be ex- 
ercised by brushing aside opposition to 
the fair proposal on the peanut situation.

Tax Write-Off Ghost 


Haunts Administration 


Tax write-offs have cost the Treasury 
of the United States “more than four bil- 
lion dollars since 1950,” according to es- 
timates of the department itself. 

Some of these write-offs, such as the 
one on Hell’s Canyon, begin to take on 
more and more a very unpleasant aroma. 
The utility company, Idaho Power, which 
was granted a write-off in Hell’s Canyon, 
surrendered it under fire of a Senate in- 
vestigation. There, are others which will 
bear lodking into. 

Time was when the public became 
very incensed about a few petty poli- 
ticians taking a deep freezer or a mink 
coat. But the four billions in write-offs 
and other giveaway programs benefitting 
special interests do not seem to make 
much public impression. 

That money should be “hard” for the 
average citizen and small businessman and 
“easy,” indeed “free,” to certain large 
corporations, is likely to be a ghost haunt- 
ing the record of the Eisenhower admins- 
istration through the years to come.

3. A healthy relationship between em- 
ployes and management.

6. Ample community services such as 
schools, hospitals, hotels and recreational 
facilities. 


7. Enough social and cultural institu- 
tions and activities to attract and hold 
high-level personnel.

A Showdown Is Near 
On Spending by State 


Some time ago State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher predicted that the next governor 
would be forced to face the choice of 
raising taxes or curtailing services. 

Now it appears that the time for de- 
cision might loom earlier than he had an- 
ticipated. Even Revenue Commissioner 
T. V. Williams, who earlier had painted 
a rosy picture of the outlook, now joins 
Thrasher in pointing to a decline in sales 
tax receipts. 

The state collected a half million dol- 
lars less in June of this year than it did 
in June of 1956. During the first 15 days 
of July sales tax receipts were off almost 
<0 per cent from the same _ period 
last year. Thrasher points out that if the 
present trend continues sales tax collec- 
tions alone will fall about 24 million dol- 
lars during the year. 

Meanwhile, the cost of government con- 
tinues to mount. The eight million dollars 
which Gov. Griffin will allocate the high- 
way department under the expanded road 
building program will run the operating 
budget up to 318 million dollars. Income 
in the fiscal year ending June 30 was 
$315,600,000. 

Gov. Griffin previously had given in- 
dications that the remainder of the state’s 
$35,000,000 surplus will be spent on ad- 
ditional or expanded state services. 

Something has to give sooner or later. 
The governor is faced with the propect 
of curtailing his plans for additional 
spending or reducing the regular op- 
erating*budget. Gov. Griffin already has 
mentioned the possibility of a 3 per cent 
across-the-board cut for all departments. 

There has been talk for some time that 
the fat needs trimming at the State Capi- 
tol. With that we heartily agree. But the 
taxpaying public has the right to expect 
the paring knife to be wielded intelli- 
gently and impartially rather than on the 
basis of political expediency.

Crafty Khrushchev 
Up to Old Tricks? 


WASHINGTON—The Soviet Union continues to 
douse cold water on the London disarmament 
talks. Twice lately Khrushchev has gone out of 


his way to lacerate the atmosphere of the negotiations. On one day he 
attacked President Eisenhower as saying ‘‘a stupid thing’ in reporting 
that American scientists have perfected a nearly ‘‘clean’’ hydrogen 


bomb—that is, almost totally free 


of radioactive fallout—and are at 


the point of producing a wholly ‘“‘clean’’ bomb. 


Then 48 hours later with the 
talks at a critical stage, he de- 
nounced the London conference 
as dominated by governments 
which, he says, want neither 
peace nor disarmament. 


What is Khrushchev up to? 
Nobody can be sure. of the 


answer, but it is important to 
come as near to the answer as 
possible. 

It seems to me that part of 
the answer is this: 

That Khrushchev wants to get 
the least disarmament acree- 
ment possible, namely, an end 
to nuclear tests—and nothing 
more. 

That the Soviets already are 
trying to persuade the world 
that it will be the Western na- 
tions, not the Soviet Union, who 
stand in the way of a_ useful 
disarmament agreement if we 
insist that a temporary end to 
tests be accompanied by a com- 
mitment to work out a reduction 
of nuclear weapons. 

That Khrushchev wants to trap 
the unwary with the theory that 
“banning the use’ of nuclear 
weapons, which cannot be en- 
forced, is better than banning 
the production of nuclear wea- 
pons.

Up Frosty Mountain 
And on to the Falls 


Frosty Mountain is stuck up in the sky about 


3 miles from Dawsonville. Springs 


which meander down its wooded sides and it is 


upon a dweller in the harried 
city. 

The birds at dawn will almost 
knock one out with their song, a 
sweeping symphony with every 
kind of instrument imaginable. 
And in the background the creeks 
talk in sibilant tones, their voices 
mingling with the birds and the 
beetles and the myriad things 
which are of the forest.

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Assembly Line Teaches 


Swimming in East Point ©

J. R. Grayson, parks and rec- 
reation supervisor for East 
Pofnt, is wearing broad grins 
this summer. 

For the first time, it hasn't 
been necessary for him to turn 
down hundreds of East Point 
youngsters who want to learn 
how to swim. 

The city-operated pool in East 
Point is a beehive of spiashing 
activity these days. Industry 
was revolutionized by the as- 
sembly line, and the same prin- 
ciple has now worked a miracle 
in swimming instruction. 

ONLY 150 

t summer with the old 
method of teaching swimming 
only 150 children attended 
classes. 

Swimming lessons given for 
the month of June alone at this 
municipal pool totaled 696. The 
assembly line method of teach- 
ing, introduced nationally a few 
years ago by the Red Cross, Is 
the reason why. 


To' introduce the assembly line | 


method, Mr. Grayson increased 
the number of instructors from 
four to 12. 

This is how it works: There 
are 10 stations designated by 
numbers all around the pool 
with instructors assigned to each 
station. 

10 IS FOR MASTERS 


If a beginner isn’t afraid of 
the water and has mastered a 
few of the fundamentals of 
swimming, he is assigned to sta- 
tio 2 or 4, all depending on his 
ability. When station 10 is mas- 
tered, you can swim. 

There’s still individual instruc- 
tion, since there are seldom 
more than 12 to a group; the 
swimming skills of each group 
are the same. If a youngster 
learns more quickly than his 
classmate, he is moved imme- 
diately to the next station or 
may even skip a few stations, 
Mr. Grayson explained.

This 
way knowledge of every child’s 
progress is available immediate- 
ly. ‘We also know exactly where 
he is at all times,” Mr. Gray- 
son said. 

“If a mother comes for her 
child, she doesn’t have to wan- 
der from station to station. We 
check the card file, and call out 


the station number and child's ° 


name on the loudspeaker,” he 
explained. 

“This assembly line is fool- 
proof for all concerned,” he 
concluded.

Old-Fashioned 
Way of Life 


Lillian Lee Corbett, who lives on Route 1, Manor, Ga., bright- 


ened the lives of our state news department with a story the 
other day. And it wasn’t, as you might think, a hot story on 
mufder, mayhem or disaster, all unpleasant happenings but 
eminently acceptable to newsmen. 

This was a quiet little piece about a plain, quiet couple who 
live in almost the same fashion as their ancestors lived and, 
in fact, the same house where some of them lived. 

Uncle Allen and Aunt Lizzie James, who have been married 


64 years, dwell on the edge of the Okefenokee Swamp in a house 
where Aunt Lizzie’s parents lived. 


Mrs. Corbett wrote of their way of life with gentle affection 
and when we had finished reading her story some of us sat 
around a few minutes not saying anything but just dreaming. 
The old house is surrounded by fruit trees and a yard full of 
old-fashioned flowers and close by are the accouterments of their 
way of life—the old cane mill, the syrup kettle, the grindstone, 
the well and beehives. 


“Aunt Lizzie yet finds use for the old sugar kettle,’ wrote 
Mrs. Corbett. ‘‘She makes soap in it and because modern Wwash- 
ing machines don’t clean clothes to her fancy, she takes them 
from the machine and boils them in the kettle.”’ 

Set among old pines, the house has unpainted walls, ‘‘scrubbed 


‘until they shine, unvarnished floors so clean that one fears to 


tread, and chairs with their seats and backs covered with quaint 
quilted tops.” 

Flowers bloom everywhere, there are open, workable fire- 
places, an old clock on the mantel, rocking chairs, stacks of 
patchwork quilts, handmade bedspreads and rag rugs. 

“It takes a lot of time, effort, love and eare to rear nine 
children,” observed Mrs. Corbett, ‘‘but there was always time for 
each one when a problem arose which he could not handle alone. 
Their family has been their life, and their community has been 
their charge. No sick person nor needy cause ha®ever gone with- 
out their aid. The little country church standing close by is testi- 
mony of their spiritual lives. | 


“When the week’s work is over and there is an hour to relax, 
they sit together, sometimes reading their Bibles, other times 
reminiscing or maybe just talking to some child or grandchild 
who has dropped by. Often some neighbor calls. On long Sunday 
afternoons in the summertime they move with the breeze and 
the shade around the big veranda, visiting with friends or enjoy- 
ing some of the children who are always there for the weekends. 


“Life, they say, has had its many blessings, its toils and its 
tears, but if they had to tread again they’d prefer it the way it 
has been, rather ‘than at the faster pace young couples keep 
these days.”’ 

Aunt Lizzie and Uncle Allen have been married almost the 
number of years most people consider retiring. But they aren't 
considering retiring from their way of life by a long shot. Their 
farm may not be as productive as it was when they had nine 
children at home but it doesn’t need to be. Uncle Allen may turn. 
the grindstone and draw the water in a more deliberate manner 
but then he’s not in any hurry.
